a display screen-(30) for displaying image information, having a predetermined 
number of luminescent picture elements-(3§); 

an electron gun-(40) for generating an electron beam-{4§) and 

an electron beam guid e (10) for receiving the electron beam-(45) at a beam 
entrance-(44) and guiding said -the electron beam-(45) along a beam path to 
extraction means for extracting said -the electron beam-(45) from 6aie Mhe beam guide 
{40) towards a predetermined picture element-(3§} of the display screen-(30) 1 
characterized i n that 

wherein the electron beam guide-(40) comprises a two-dimensional slalom 
guide arranged in rows and columns that define an array of cells opposite the picture 
elements , whilo caid a nd 

the extraction means are arranged to extract said- the e lectron beam-(4£)from 
said -the t wo-dimensional slalom guide. 

2. (Currently amended) A -The d isplay device as claimod in of claim 1 , characteriz e d 
m4ha t wherein the two-dimensional slalom guide defines a guidance plane in which 
the electron beam-(45) can be guided, said -the g uidance plane being substantially 
parallel to the display screen-(SO). 

3. (Currently amended) A ^The display device as c l aimod in of claim 2, characteriz e d 
4n4hat wherein the electron beam guide-{4©> is provided with a number of slalom 
electrodesr{43> extending in a direction substantially perpendicular to the display 
screen-(30), between a back pla t e (11) and a front plate (12) facing said-the d isplay 
screen-(30). 
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4. (Currently amended) A -The display device ac claimod in_ of claim 3, Gharaotorfzod 
Ifhtto t wherein the back plate-f44), the front plat o (12) , and the display screen-(3Q) 
are substantially flat. 

5. (Currently amended) A -The display device as claimed in of claim 3, character i zed 
m-tha t wherein a slalom electrode-{46) can be switched between an electron beam 
repelling state and an electron beam attracting state. 

6. (Currently amended) A- The display device as claimod i n of claim 5, charaotorizod 
w-tfra t wherein the slalom electrodes^(46) are arranged in rows and columns defining 
an array of cells-(S6) l each picture elernent-(3§) of the display screerv{3G> 
corresponding to a cell-(S6). 

7. (Currently amended) A -The d isplay devic e as cla i m e d in of claim 6, charact e rized 
fa4fra t wherein the front plat o (12) is provided with a beam extraction aperture44-&> 
for a cell-(5§}, and the extraction means comprise an extraction electrode (20, 21) for 
extracting the electron beam-(4£) through said -the b eam extraction aperture^+8). 

8. (Currently amended) A -The display device- a s cl a im e d -i n of claim 6, charact e rized 
m-tfra t wherein the slalom electrodes-(46) are arranged in a delta-nabla configuration. 

9. (Currently amended) A-The display device as c l aim o d i n of claim 1, characteriz e d 
in4fra t wherein the electron gun is arranged to generate two separate electron beams 
having a mutual distance smaller than a slalom pitch, each of said -the t wo electron 
beams being guided in a different guiding mode associated with the beam path. 
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10. (Currently amended) A -The d isplay device ao c l a i med irv gf claim 1, characterized 
ffl-fea t wherein a plurality of electron guns are provided for generating a plurality of 
electron beams such that each of said -the p lurality of electron beams can be received 
by the electron beam guide at a corresponding beam entrance so as to guide ©aid 
the plurality of electron beams to the extraction means via substantially different 
individual beam paths. 

11. (Currently amended) A -The d isplay device ao cla i med i n of claim 1, character i zed 
ifl-4ha t wherein a n average beam path length is substantially the same for all picture 
elements of the display screen. 

12. (Currently amended) A -The d isplay device as claim e d in of claim 1, characterized 
in that wherein a picture element comprises a plurality of sub-pixels, and the display 
device is provided with post-selection means for passing the electron beam extracted 
from the electron beam guide to any one of the plurality of sub-pixels within the 
predetermined picture element. 

13. (Currently amended) A-Thedisplay device as claim e d i n, of claim 12, 
charact e riz e d in tha t wherein each of the picture elements comprises three sub- 
pixels, said -the t hree sub-pixels corresponding to the colors red, green, and blue, 
respectively. 

14. (New) The display device of claim 10, wherein an average beam path length is 
substantially the same for all picture elements of the display screen. 
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15. (New) A display device, comprising: 

a display screen that includes a plurality of luminescent picture elements; 
an electron emitter system that is configured to generate one or more electron 
beams, 

an electron beam guide that is configured to: 

receive the one or more electron beams at one or more beam 
entrances, and 

guide the one or more electron beams along one or more beam paths 
towards a selected picture element of the display screen, and 

one or more extraction elements that are configured to extract the one or more 
electron beams from the beam guide in a direction toward the predetermined picture 
element, 

wherein the electron beam guide comprises a two-dimensional slalom guide 
arranged in rows and columns defining an array of cells opposite the picture 
elements. 

16. (New) The display device of claim 15, wherein the one or more beam paths 
provide an average beam path length that is substantially the same for each of the 
picture elements of the display screen, 

17. (New) The display device of claim 15, including 

post-selection elements that are configured to further guide the one or more 
electron beams from the one or more extraction elements toward the selected picture 
element. 

18. (New) The display device of claim 17, wherein 

each picture element includes a plurality of sub-pixels, and 

one or more of the post-selection elements are configured to guide the one or 

more electron beams to a select sub-pixel of the plurality of sub-pixels of the selected 

picture element. 
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19. (New) The display device of claim 15, wherein 

the slalom guide includes a plurality of slalom electrodes that extend in a 
direction substantially perpendicular to the display screen. 

20. (New) The display device of claim 19, wherein 

the one or more extraction elements extend in a direction substantially parallel 
to the display screen. 
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
